The American reply to the 
German reparations note was regard­ 
ed as practically an American com­ 
mand to submit to indemnity propos­ 
als by France and Great Britain for 
the war.

Fehrenbach

w ith the allies. 
W hile Secretary Hughes stated that 
the United Staten cannot 
act 
as 
a 
reparations umpire, the note was in­ 
terpreted as friendly. 
It 
was

lieved also to contain promise of fu ­ 
ture mediation if the allies should 
agree to it. 


Washington, April 22 
The United 
States w ill have a decided voice in 
determining to what extent German/ 
shall pay for the war. 
This was con. 
eluded In Washington today follow­ 
ing publication of the German note 
appealing T5r President Harding ta 
mediate in the reparations quest ion 
and Secretary Hughes' reply repudiat­ 
ing the appeal, but urging immediate 
reopening of negotiations between the 
allies and Germany for settlement of 
the problem. 
The allies and Germany it was in­ 
dicated w ill be forced to accept th* 
view and principles 
of

States in the settlement. 
As the next 
Important step by 
the United States in the reparation*- 
situation, it Is believed that Hughe* 
w ill instruct either Ambasasdor W a l­ 
lace, at Purls, or Roland W . Boyden 
the unofficial American 
representa­ 
tive on tho reparations commission, 
to take part in the coming delibera­ 
tions of the allied supreme council on 
Germany's failure to meet the repar­ 
ations demand. 
Hughes ie known to 
believe that unofficial American rep­

these questions is desirable in order 
that the United States may be kept 
informed. 
Germ any is expected soon to sub­ 
mit new teparations proposals to the

effort of the German lo stage a post­ 
war commercial comeback is probably 
more apparent In this city than in 
any other iii Brazil. 
A h the leading center of the com­ 
merce of a fast-growing republic, San 
Paulo evidently has been picked by 
the Teuton commercial missionaries 
as the starting point of their “ selse- 
Brazlllnn-buslness” 
compalgn, 
and 
evidences of a certain success are ap­ 
parent. 
Shop windows are filled with Oer- 
man-ruade goods, Including many ar­ 
ticles which are flagrant imitations 
of widely-known American specialties 
For iiiHtutice, one smart shop here to- 
day is displaying a window filled with 
vacuum bottles. 
Each bottle hears— 
Itll large letters-the name of a high­ 
ly-advert laud 
American 
company 
which makes the same line of goods. 
in small letters underneath, however, 
is I to- telltale mark "Made In Ger­ 
many." 
A salesman for a big North Atneri- 
uti manufacturing company tells a 
story that gives a typical insight into 
German met bods. 
This 
man 
sells 
iieavy machinery and mukes a spe­ 
cialty of machines for railway repair 
shops. 
Recently he < lied upon an Import­ 
ant division shop here In un effort to 
sell a certain machine. 
To his sur­ 
prise the foreman exhibited a set of 
new machines, bearing the name of 
Ids own company. 
But the mark was 
th ere—"Made in Germany.” 
"The only way I eau explain It,” 
nays th*- American, "Is that the Ger­ 
man copied this design before the war 
and had It reudy for tbe market as 
soon as his ships were Hide to sail 
the seas again." 
Cutlery, plumbing materials, 
elec­ 
trical fixtures and a score of other 
art lei* a tell same tub-. They look Ilk's 
American made goods until one bunts 
for Hie murk 
which is always there 
— "Made In Germany." 
And Hao Paulo has a rather large 
ami 
very active German ppulatlon, 
too. 
Immigrants have come In since 
the wur and they are liked, because 
they work and attend pretty much 
to their own affairs. 
A group of busky young Teutons, 
cow hide 
boots, 
infantry 
trousers, 
with shovels on their shoulders In­ 
stead of rifles. 
How they got out of 
Germany with the uniforms is a ques­ 
tion they can best answer. 
Tile German is proceeding quietly 
but surely in nearly every Brazilian 
market. 
The merchant, if he feels 
culled upon to make an explanation, 
shrugs his shoulders and says: “ It ’s 
good merchandise and his prices are 
cheaper than those of the Americans 
or the British."
